REPAIRS. 


In the matter of repairs also there appears 
to be considerable extravagance or worse. The 
total amount spent for this purpose was $5, 780. 
Mr. Louis Koehler, heretofore mentioned, got 
aiarge portion of this. He drew at various 
times for repairs $400, $66, and $1,116—making 
atetal for repaira, $1,582. There are some 
outstanding bills of hig that cannot be paid. 
Koebier’s work consists of rearranging the 
furnaces and patching the roofs. His work is 
evideutiy very profitubie, and be can afford to 
be generous. One of the members of the 
Board of Education says that Koehler once 
approached bim and asked whether he had any 
work to be done in his (Koenler's) iine; if so 
this generous tinsmith would be only too 
happy to do the work for the school director 
without charge. Mr. Koehler's offer was re- 
jected, and the director in question bas done 
all in his power to prevent the employment of 
Koehler in the district ever since. As in Die- 
trict 6, the janitors figure as repairers—one 
named Arnst, of whom more further on, re- 
ceived $44 for repairs, Champlin received $42, 
and McCarthy $41.

It is a substantial fifteen-room brick 
building. It is far from being ornamental), but 
it is commodious. The only criticism that can

The contractors for the 
whole building were John M. Dunphy & Son 
of this city. They did but the stone and brick 
work, however. They sublet the other por- 
tion. For the stone and brick work Messrs. 
Dunphy have been paid $39,762. Jobn Mo- 
Kinaley, who did the carpenter-work on the 
school, was paid $6,115. Jobn Casey was paid, 
ior excavation of site and filling of lot, $1,701!

The total 
cost of the building was at least $60,314. The 
contract was let for $42,000. It is impossible. 
on account of the way the orders were made 
out, to get at the exact total. But the items 
given form part. The Brenan School, a fifteen- 
room building, in this city, just as substantial, 
as commodious, und as well arranged for schoo! 
purposes, cost but $44,156. Perhaps the Stock- 
Yards directors will explain how it comes to 
pass that their ffteen-room building cost $16,- 
000 more. But the Forty-third Street School 
appears to be cheap compared to the new build- 
ing now being finisbed on Morgan street some 
blocks south of the Transit House. 

The Morgan Street school started out badir. 
The School Board paid $4,260 for the lot. The 
owner, Mr. Stevens, would legally acknowl- 
edge but $3,250. Tuat's all he was going to get 
paid for the ground, be said.

SCHOOL FURNITURE SALESMEN. 

Curcaao, Oct.20.—| Editor of The Tribune. |— 
Whetiner you know itor not, I know you are 
domg a work in exposing the corruption among 
school trustees. that should have been done 
long ago. I speak of that of which 1 have per- 
sonal knowledge when I say that it is next to 
an impossibility to sell a bill of school furni- 
ture to a bo of school trustees witbout 
bribing one or more of the board. You may 
offer them the best goods at the lowest price 
colisistent with furnishing a prime article and 
it is aimost an impossibitity to sell the bill. 
But by putting up a job with the leading man 
in the boord you can put in the most inferior 
goods at the largest price. 

A common method among schoo! salesmen is 
to put up a job ou the board by buying the in- 
fluence of the leading man and giving him all 
above a stipulated price. The price agreed 
upon is often more than you would sell the 
goods for on a square sale. 

I nave competed for a bill in the Town of 
Lake, where I knew that a certain furn.ture- 
house representative bad, with the knowledge 
of the bouse, agreed to pay a handsome bonus 
to the board for the bili, and the sa.e was cut 
and dried, and the competitive strife for the 
bill was a mere farce to make a show. 

School-furniture dealers are largely to blame 
for the state of things that exists today, and if 
the dealers were brought lato the matter it 
would do more to put down the present state 
of the business than anytning else. School 
directors are on the make,” but if the dealers 
were not in the game there would be no chance 
for the directors. The money pala as bribes 
to members of the board is put on the goods 
and more too, oftentimes. I wish you would 
follow the matter up until an bonest salesman 
could seil his goods without being compeiled to 
bribe one or two men every sale he makes. I 
could tell you, if I dared to do so, of sales 
made by a number of firms where the goods 
could bave been furnished at half the price ob- 
tained and a good profit made at the same 
time, but lam in the trade and it would cost 
me my position. 

I earnestiy hope you will keep ap the war 
until you stop the wholesale frauds perpe- 
trated by our leading houses. I can’t comply 
wito your requirements in demanding the name 
of the writer; but l say to you that if both the 
bouses and the salesmen are put on the wit- 
ness-stand and compelled to tell how these 


thmgs are manipulated you would be aston- | 


ished to find bow corrupt the system of selling 
goods really is. 

As a salesman I am heartily sick of the 
methods which the leadmg bouses expect a 
salesman to adopt in securmg bills. It seems 
almost a wonder to what an extent the system 
bas been carried, and it is bigh tame it was 
stopped. Under the present sys the sales- 
men are little better than thieves sent out from 
a den of thieves to prey upon the public. God 
speed your efforts to expose the whole rotten 
scheme of bribery and theft, for I can cali it by 
np milder name. 

I could give you the names of reputable (?) 
men who are little better than brigands in the 
methods they adopt to sell their goods, and I 
believe that you have the good wishes of the 
majority of salesmen themselves, who rebel 
against the methods, but are compelied to do 
as they are required or quit the business.

THE RESOLUTION IN FAVOR OF THE MAP 

‘SYSTEM ADOPTED WITH SOME CHANGES. 

The Lilinocis Revenue Commission, which ad- 
journed at Springfield last Friday to meet in 
Chicago, assembied yesterday morning in the 
County Board room. The call of the roll 
showed every member present with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Green. After accepting an offer 
from the Chicago Law Institute of the use of 
ite library while in Chicago the commission 
went into Committee of the Whole, Mr. Gale in 
the chair, to consider the revenue code, 
he entire day was consumed in the consider- 
ation of the resolution containing an addition 
to the code, offered at last Wednesday’s ses- 
sion and pubiished in Thursday’s Tartsune, 
providing fur the adoption by the County As- 
sessor of a system of maps, or plats, 
to be used for the purpose of locating 
real estate and determining the value there- 
of. The resolution was taken up and 
discursed section by section, amended, and 
finally passed. The principal amendment was 
by Mr. Hay, who objected to makime the adop- 
tion of such a plan by the County Board obiic- 
atory, and asked that it be left to the discre- 
tion of such bodies. 

The resolution, as amended, sets forth that 
any County Board may at its own discretion 
cause to be prepared for the use of the County 
Assessor a map of the county on a convenient 
scaie, showing its various divisions and subdi- 
visions, having the c:ties and villages outlined, 
and dividing the lands of the county outside of 
city and village limits into districts, to be 
known as assessing districts; such districts to 
be indicated by a broad red border and red 
number. These districts are to contain an 
area of from four to Six square miles, 


unless otherwise direvted by the County Board, 


and are to be bounded as nearly as practicable 
with the lines of original United States sur- 
veys. 

Cities and villages are also to be divided into 
assessing districw,.euch district to contain so 
much territory as can be conveniently em- 
braced in the plat. All such maps and plats 
are to be kept at ali times in the Assessor's 
office, spread out Or bung up in such a manner 
as to be conveniently consulted by taxpayers. 
The board is also directed to have prepared at 
the expense of the county detailed plats, 16x20 | 
inches, of each of the assessing districts, each“ 
plat to snow all the subdivisions of land or lots 
in the district which it represents, and to be 
changed and amended from time to time by the 
Assessor as such subdivisions change. 

Whenever any tract of land assessed for tax- 
ation is so situated or shaped that it cannot be 
described as a city or village lot, or section, a 
United States survey, or fraction of such a Iot, 
section, or survey, the Assessor is to lay it out 
carefully upon the detailed plat of the proper 
assessing district or subdistrict and give it a 
number or letter by’ which it shall be known 
on the tax-books of the section in which it is 
situated. 

The Assessor in each year in which the 
sessment of real estate is made is directed to 
enter a memorandum upon the face of the de- 
tailed plat of the land so assessed showing the 
pame of the person to whom assessed, the 
and the year it is made.

During the fiscal year ended June 30 the car» 
riers in the free-delivery service delivered 
464,996,842 mail letters, 104,742,598 mail postal- 
éards, 143,406,578 local letters, 78,226,576 local 
postal-cards, 3,187,965 registered letters, 
258,054,602 newspapers. They collected 
469,858.875 letters, 140,680,704 postal-cards, 
and 83,432,673 newspapers. The total number 
of pieces handled was 1,744,587,413, or an aver- 
age per carrier of 400,307. The average cost 
of the service was, including incidentais, 2.3 
milis per piece, or $912.90 per carrier. The 
postage on local matter was 35.281.

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RED TAPE WITH A VENGEANCE.

Disasters to the Nation Thwarted by the 
~ General’s Wonderful Pirmness and 


New York. Oct, 20.—The Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depew bas furnished to the press the follow- 
ing open letter to Col. F. D. Grant: 

New York, Oot. 12, 1885.—My Dear Colonel: 
In answer to your request for the particulars 
of the conversation I had with your father, 
and to which I alluded in a speech before the 
Coamber of Commerce, the following is my 
best recollection: 

About four years ago I sat beside Genu. Grant 
atdinner. There were many courses, slowly 
served, and the entertainment tasted several 
hours. We discussed many matters suggested 
by his travels around the world, and among 


other things he said to me that when 
in China Prince Kung, who was 
Regent and the real ruler dur 
ing the = minority of the Emperor, 


told him of their controversy with Japan. 
War was about to be dechared, and the Priace 
thought it would be a long and bioody one, and 
asked Gen. Grant if he would act as arbitrator. 
The General declined for want of time, but 
principally because he was a private person 
and bad no power to emforce his decision. He 
suggested, bowerer, the terms of compromise. 
When in Japan shortly after, the Mikado’s 
Ministers told bim their side of the trou- 
ble, and revealed the fact that sev- 
eral of the European Governments were 
actively stirring up the strife on both sides, 
hoping to benefit by the war. The same re- 
quest was made to him om the part of the 
Japanese Government—to act as arbitrator— 
and in again declining be stated the substance 
of the compremise he bad advised for China. 
The two nations adopted substantially the 
terms proposed by Gen. Grant, and a disas- 
trous conflict was averted. | 

The conversation drifted into a gonsideration 
of his relations with Presient Andrew Jobn- 
son. The narrative of this periad was one of 
the most graphic to which I ever listened, and 
it is unfortunate for history ahd posicrity that 
it cannot be preserved as ft was told. It had 
the local coloring of conversations with, and 
statements made by, the chief actors, and of the 
situations of parties and persons as tho events 
occurred, invalaable us a portraiture and 
est mate of the times. Isaid in my address 
that Gen. Grant performed services to his coun- 
try which were unwritten quite as important 
as any that were recorded, and I think this nar- 
rative will bear me out. This is the substance 
of the story: 

JOHNSON’S SHRBBOLETH. 

Johnson began, the day after the assasina- 
tion of Mr. Lincoln, to lpudly prociaim at all 
times and places, with conptant reiteration, the

These movements of the ent produced 
the greatest consternation thr@ughout the 
South. The Confederate leaders appealed to 
Grant to protect them on the parpie be had 
given.

ted universally to the situation, and were car 
rying out in good faith their part of the agree- 
ment, and every consideration ef both 
honor and expediency demanded equmlly good 
faith on the part of the Government.

Tux importance of putting four good can- 
didates in nomination for County Commis- 
sioners in the Kepublican Convention today 
carr scarcely be overestimated. The Repub 
lican party itself in this county is, ina cer- 
tain sense, on trial, ahd the nominations 
made by the convention of today will be ac 
cepted by a majority of good citizens as proof 
that the professions of the party managers 
on behalf of reform in the county and city 
administrations ate sincere or the contrary. 
We can say with perfect candor to the 
delegates elected to the convention of today 
that no party nominations destitute of merit 
will be accepted by Republicans in the pend- 
ing election as conclusive. No mere hack 
politician, no man who wants the office of 
County: Commissioner for the money he can 
make out of it, or the influence it will give 
him with his friends or the people of the 
city, or who believes he has a special voca- 
ton to manage the county institutions, or has 
friends who desire to engage largely in 
the business of contracting for supplies, or 
who represents any faction or ring or per 
sonal or selfish interest, will have the united 
support of Republicans at the polls. ‘There 
is no purpose to make the elecuon of County 
Commissioners a party issue, except so far as 
a good Republican may be preferred by his 
party friends to a. Democrat, other 
things being equal. But we can as 
sure the delegates to the conven- 
tion that if candidates are put in 
nomination no better fitted for the position of 
County Commissioner than some of the so- 
called Republicans who are now members of 
the board there will be an extraordinary 
amount of scratching at the polls. If there 
be any disreputable men elected as County 
Commissioners in November we very much 
prefer they should be Democrats rather than 
Republicans. Bat there is no reason, if the

OHIO REPUBLICANS STRONG WITH- 
OUT TH SPOILS.. 

A great deal has deen written and said 
about the significance of the Republican vic- 
tory in Ohio, but the subject is by no means 
exhausted. For the Republicans to carry a 
State that is ordinarily close and doubtful by 
20,000 majority in an off year, immediately 
after the accession of a Democratic National 
Administration, is a very significant circum- 
stance. Heretofore when the Republicans 
had all the supposed advantages of con- 
trolling the Federal patronage they fre- 
quently lost Ohio in off years, and when able 
to retain it at all only did so by slender 
majorities or pluralities. This year, after 
losing the Federal offices and w&h the State 
Government and the Administration of the 
leading cities in the hands of the Democrats, 
the Republicans have been able to roll up a 
surprising majority. ‘ 

The Ohio election furnishes a very com- 
plete answer to the Democratic assertion that 
the Republicans were able to carry the coun- 
try only by the aid of an army of officehold- 
ers. Sweepmg changes have been made in 
the Federal offices In Ohio, from the princi- 
pal ones down to the cross-roads Postmas- 
ters, and the few Republicans still in place 
understand that their time is short. In all 
the Uhio cities Democrats hold the Federal 
offices, except in a few instances where mug- 
wumps have been retained as a reward for 
their treachery to the party in 1884. The 
local administration in all the large places is 
Democratic. The State Government, with 
the exception of the Secretary of State, is 
Democratic. The D entered the 
late campaign with thousands of offices in 
possession and more in: prospect, while the 
Republicans were without office or the hope 
of office to urge then on. The Democrats, 
who have always heid that the spoils were 
the main incentives and helps to party suc- 
cess, may explain the recent election in Ohio 
in the best way they can. 

The Ohio Republicans have found them- 
selves stronger without the spolls than they 
ever were with them. Even when they heid 
all the Federal offices and had complete pos- 
session of the State Government it wasa 
rare thing for them to carry the State in an 
off year immediately after a Presidential 
election by anything like 20,000 votes. They 
gained strength by getting rid of the offices 
and losing the patronage. The Republican 
party is one of principle, and it finds the 
offices only a burden; it gains strength when 
freed from the impedimenta of the spoils. 
Democrats can understand now the nature of 
their mistake in supposing that the Kepub- 
lican party could win only through the aid of 
an army of officeholders,” and they may 
also see that there is no political statute of 
limitations to make frauds against the ballot 
rank as wornout issues. Without the of- 
fices, and boldly declaring the doctrine that 
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power is inthe King and his responsible 
Ministers, six in number, and the right of 
making and amending laws in the Rigsdag 
or yom, ae which is composed of the 
Landsth ing, ‘or Senate, 66 members, and the 
Folkething, or House, 102 members. The 
Landsthing is an aristocratic sort of body, 
twelve of its members being appointed for 
life by the Crown, the other 54 being elected 
by bodies of depiities chosen from the 
wealthy classes. ‘The members of the Folke- 
thing. on the other hand, are elected by uni- 
versal suffrage every three years, and 
thus are the direct representatives of 
the people and in close sympathy with them. 
It is one of the prerogatives of this body that 
ali money bills must be first submitted to it 
by the Government. The Ministers, also, 
who are individually and collectively respon- 


sible for their acts, cannot be pardoned in 


case of impeachment except by this House. 
The present trouble rises ont of disagree- 
ment between the Folkething and the Minis- 
try prifiarily, and subsequently with the 
King. The disagreement between the popt- 
lar House and the Ministry is an old heredi- 
tary jangle which has more than once brought 
on revolution during the last two or three 
hundred years in the Scandinavian countries, 
when some People’s King has risen, strong 
enough to lead a revolt. Upon this occasion 
the disagreement reached such a pitch that the 
Folkething refused to vote the budget by a 


very large majority. The King thereupon 


not.only refused to dismiss his Ministry, in 
accordance with a vote already passed by the 
Diet, but took the reins into his own hands 
and levied taxes by royal decree, at the same 
time declaring that he should continue to do 
so until the representatives of the people re- 
turned to a sense of their duty. Instead of 
returning to their duty the Folkething be- 
came more defiant than ever and the people 
are in sympathy with them in their war with 
the King and the Landsthing—for the latter 
body sides with the Crown, as might be ex- 
pected. The Mayors all over Denmark re- 
fused to levy the King’s taxes, and the King 
has retorted by prosecuting a number of them 
and also by arresting refractory subjects for 
trampling on hjs portrait and smashing his 
bust and making other violent demonsira- 
tions against the Government. 

The outcome of all this is that not only in 
Copenhagen but in the rural districts also the 
people have risen in such imposing numbers 
and made such strenuous demands for the 
dismissal of the obnoxious Ministers and for 
their right to have a voice in the Govern- 
ment thata revolution is imminent. The 
King has largely strengthened the garrison 
in his Capital, and is on the point of declar- 
ing the city in a state of siege. Not relish- 
ing the prospects of trouble, his royal visitors, 


of whom he always has a goodly store, as his 


children have married into the royal families 
ot Sweden, Norway, England, and Russia, 
and he has brothers and sisters connected 


with Germany and Austria, have inconti- | 


nently taken their departure and left him to 
fight out his battle with the Folkething and 
the people. The outcome of this struggle 
for an enlargement of popular freedom in 
little Denmark wiil be watched with interest. 
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After having caused the statement of his 
political position to be published throughout 
the country the President gives further con- 
clasive proof of his fidelity to the principles 
of the Democratic party—if that party may 
be said to have any definit principles—by the 
announcement that he will go to Buffalo to 
vote for Tweed’s old partner, Hill, for Gov- 
ernor, who represents the spoils element of 
his party. On the other hand, the chief sup- 
porters of his Administration—to whose suf- 
frages his election was directly due, and of 
whose principles he poses as the exponent— 
are aligned upon an issue in New York which 
makes it stultification for him to vote with 
his original political adherents. The mug- 
wumps assert that the election of Hill means 
the predominance of Tammany in New York 
City, and that it would be a long step towards 
the ultimate ascendency of the worst element 
in the Democratic party all over the country ; 
while his defeat, though not materially af- 
fecting the future status of Tammany, means 
the maintenance of those principles of civil- 
service reform which Mr. Cleveland seems 
to be so fond of expounding. 

In view of this situation of affairs, and of 
the fact that Republican success in New 
York seems all but certain, the President’s 
predicament is a most embarrassing one; pro- 
vided, of course, he is sincere in either of 
the professions of principles which he makes. 
Under these circumstances he must either 
abandon civil-service reform, or, by the suc- 
cess of the Democrats in New York, be left 
without a party, except those remnants of 
the mugwumps who have had sufficient wool 
pulled over their eyes—and they are easy 
enough to befog—to continue fora time as 
his supporters. But it is hardly conceivable 
that an appreciable portion of any intelli- 
gent community can long withstand the daily 
repeated evidences of the fact that the Pres- 
ident’s has been weak and vaciliating, 
if not two-sided—evidences that have.already 
proved conclusive to both the great political 
parties. 

Mr. Cleveland is doubtless beginning to 
appreciate the difference between the ease 
‘of making anteelection pledges and 
the difficulty of their post-election fulfill- 
ment. Having pledged himself to main- 


tgin the principles of the Democratic 


party as well as the civil-service ideas 


of the mugwumps, he now finds them 
diametrically opposed to each other. Man 
cannot serve two masters at one time, and the 
President bas arrived at that point where he 
must throw over the one or the other without 
delay—or fail. In his attempts to trim 
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to the merit sys- 
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proved sincerity whieh is ' 

But in the face of this statement it is a 
notorious fact that the Postmaster-General 
gives daily proof that he is a contemptuous 
opponent of such reform, while the Secretary 
of the sustains the most disrepa- 
table political thug employed by the Govern- 
ment in a wholesale decapitation of honest and 
capable Republiean officials and the appoint- 
ment of Democrats for no other than purely 
political reasons. Again the very letter of 
the Civil-Service law is violated by the resort 
of at least two members of the Cabinet— 
Bayard aud Manning-—-to the transparent 
dodge of reducing Chiefs of Bureaus and 
Divisions, of tried integrity and efficiency, to 
the grade of fourth-class clerks, and filling 
the vacancies thus created by the appoint- 
ment of ignorant Democratic heelers, too 
illiterate to pass the civil-service examina- 
tion, with the intention of ultimately re- 
ducing them to safety within the protective 
barriers of the classified service. In the 
meantime the miserable make-shift of of- 
fensive partisanship” has been abandoned 
because it has been necessary to replace the 
Republicans of that so-called stripe by Demo- 
crats of the same stripe in every instance. 
Removais from office without catise now go 
on as a matter of course. | 

The civil service is the only policy of the 
Administration sufficiently developed to pass 
judgment upon; and, judged by his deeds 
rather than his words, upon that the Presi- 
dent stands indicted by the Republican party 
—the friends of that reform and the party 
under whose auspices it originated—as hav- 
ing shirked and evaded, and as having used 
the law as a bait by which to attract support. 
On the other hand, he stands indicted by his 
own party—the frreconcilable enemies of 
that reform—as having betrayed their prin- 
ciples in failing to make a clean sweep of 
Republican officeholders and install Demo- 
crats in their places. The former count is 
the graver of the two, for he has disregarded 
his pledges to the real friends of civil-serv- 
ice reform more than he has disappointed 
his political allies. 

Senator Eustis offers him an ingenious 
loophole of escape from his difficulties by 
the advancement of the doctrine that there 
can be no true Democratic Administration 
unless Republicans are turned out of office 
and honest Democrats put in their places.” 
And he goes on to say: This is the civil- 
service reform for which the Democratic 
party voted at the last election.” Will the 
President avail himself of this chance and 
return to the fold, or will he go on trimming 
until 1888? In any event the Republican 
party owes him its thanks for having already 
done all in his power to pave the way for 
Republican success in the next National elec- 
tion.

PRAYERS AND POLITICS. 

It will strike the average American, who 
has very little patience with any attempt to 
mix up religion and politics, as something 
incongruous, if not grotesque, that his Grace 
the Archbishop of Canterbury has issued 
three forms of prayers for the approaching 


expression of a wish that they may be used 
in all churches in his diocese. It is not at 
all incongruous in England, and the English 
papers, with few exceptions, accept the 
prayers as a matter of course. The Pall 
Mall Gazette criticises the style of the Arch- 
bishop’s prayers somewhat for their impos- 
ing verbal display, and says that the sight of 
infinitesimal man praying to the Infinit 
eim literary dress-coat and patent-leather 
boots savors rather of false pride than true 
humility.” It thinks that they are calcu- 
lated to make the prayers of the English 
people unreal, unnatural, and affected, be- 
cause the dialect and grammar are different, 
and they are as far removed as possible 
from the way in which men talk, and write, 
and telegraph in their daily life.” It 
doubts also whether the prayers give full 
recognition to the ideals of either party, and 
thinks that, while Englishmen will have to 
read into them their own aspirations, ‘*‘ it 
might have been possible to draft a petition 
in which their real prayer should only 
get in as it were by inference and round the 
It might, it seems to us, have 
made the criticism that, considering the cor- 
ruptions that so often attend success in En- 
glish elections, such as the buying and brib- 
ing of voters, these formal prayers do not 
rise very high and have no particular con- 
nection with the election, especially as the 
Archbishop of Canterbury himself is some- 
what of an offensive partisan and belongs to a 
class not very popular with the English peo- 
ple from 4 political point of view. 
Notwithstanding there is a very general 
tendency among some classes of Americans 
to ape English fashions, it is not likely that 
forms of prayer will ever be issued as part 
and parcel of our election machinery. Not 
but that it is always a good thing to pray 
about all important matters. Indeed, should 
the electors of this country seriously devote 
themselves to prayer before going to the 
polls there is no question that the ballots 
would be purer and better and that fewer 
scalawags would be elected. The effect of 
prayer is to make aman do his duty ina 
right manner, and it is probable if every 
elector took this exalted idea of suffrage we 
should have higher types of American citi- 
zens in office. There is need enough of 
prayer, every one knows—prayer against 
fraud, violence, and corruption; prayer for a 
free vote and fair count; prayer that Demo- 


cratic scoundrels may be circumvented in 


their persistent crimes against the ballot; 
prayer that honest, law-abiding men may 
get into office; prayer that Democratic 
gangs and rings may be smashed; 
and prayer that the members of these rings 
may reach their proper place in the peniten- 
tiary. But in the absence of a State church 
it is not likely that prayer will ever be intro- 
duced as a political factor, or that prayer- 
meetings will ever take the place of political 
rallies, or that we shall ever reach that mil- 
leunial period when, in the language of the

The entire system of selecting grand jurors 
on the recommendation of the County Com- 
missioners ought to be changed. Even if 
men of a better class were elected as Com- 
missioners, they ought. not to have the power 
to pack a grand jury with creatures of their 
own selection, since in case of any malfeas- 
ance or corruption in office they would them- 
selves be Hable to indictment. No official 
who is liable to investigation and indictment 
at the hands of the grand jury should have 
any voice in the selection of the jurors. In 
an address delivered before the Citizens’ A» 
sociation in 1882 Mr. C. C. Bonney said: 

It is obvious that if, as has sometimes hap- 
pened in Cook County, the County Board 
should be under grave charges of ante 
and violation of law, they would not be likely 
to select such a grand jury as would be inclined 
to find indictments; Such a County Board 
would naturally prefer to have some confeder- 
ates, Me at least some friends, in the 
panel. 


Mr. Bonney suggested that the duty of se- 
lecting grand jurors should be performed by 
some officer of the court, and all persons 
recommended should be subject to a cross- 
examination by the State’s Attorney to the 
end that it would be possible to exclude from 
the jury-box all men of bad character, poor 
integrity, and general ignorance of the duties 
of good citizenship. Under some such regu- 
lation the test might range a little higher 
than knowledge to spell out words and call 
that reading. It might be possible not sim- 
ply to exclude vicious men from the box but 
to secure persons capable of rendering intelli- 
gent service. As the first requisit it is im- 
portant that a grand juror should be free 
from conviction for crime ;. but it is only a de 
gree less desirable that he should be a person 
of average intelligence at least. Ignorance 
in the grand jury is almost as bad as knay- 
ery. Corrupt or incompetent grand jurors 
poison justice at the fountain-head and make 
it impossible to punish crime. The present 
system of selecting persons for this responsi- 
ble service needs a radical reform. 


THERE is a pretty general complaint among 
the Democratic Senators that in all their 
dealings with the President and Secretary 
Bayard they are required to keep at a re- 
spectful distance. Even the Democratic 
understrappers in the departments are quite 
puffed up with the brief authority they have 
enjoyed since March last, and some of the 
Senators think of conducting all their inter- 
course with the administrative branch of the 
Government by telephone. Never before 
was there such a disposition in the depart- 
ments to regard Senators and ‘Congressmen 
as unimportant personages of little more 
consequence than private citizens. Even 
Bayard, who was once a Senator himself, 
seems to think, since he became the American 
Premier, that he can hardly afford to be on 
speaking terms with his former associates. 
A Democratic Senator, in talking with the 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
World, said recently: 

I notice in a recent publication in the World 
that you speak of a falling out between the 
South Carolina Senators and Secretary Bayard. 
You need not have stopped with the South 
Carolina Senators. I thiuk you could with 


safety have added the name of every Demo- 
Every one of the Democratic 


Senators has been so enubbed by the Secretary 
of State that I am sure he will have very few call- 
ers from that body this winter. The Senators get 
on very little better with the President. He 
snubs none of them, but he is hard to get on 
with. He talks very little to us, and re is 
no freedom in an intimate conversation with 
him. There are a stiffness and reserve about 
the President which are very uncomfortable, I 
have sometimes thought that the explanation 
of the President’s manner lies in the fact that 
he is unfamiliar with public affairs, and that it 
is dificult for him to carry on a general con- 
versation upon National topics with experi- 
enced public men. 

This sort of thing may do during the recess 
of the Senate, but when Congress meets 
again it will soon become apparent that the 
President and his Cabinet constitute only one 
branch of the. Government. hen Congress 
and the Administration are brought into 
closer relations the President’s reserve must 
melt away, and even Bayard may find it ad- 
visable to unbend a trifle.

The mob, after a thorough search, 
dispersed. Tonight Holiar’s recovery is de- 
spaired of.

The King and his advisers do not desire to pro- 
voke areal conflict with Turkey, but they 
bave already done so much blustering that 
they cannot consistentiy turn against the 
fiery propayandists from Montenegro. 

> The Bulgarian diplomatic agent at Con- 
stantinople has notified the Porte that Prince 
Alexander submits entirely to the decision of 
the conference.

TWO MONARCHS IN A QUANDARY. 

King George is to some extent in the same 
quandary in which King Milan of Servia finds 
aimself. The subjects of both monarchs are 
clamorous tor war. The monarchs know that 
war with Turkey under present circumstances 
would be the maddest of rash enterprises, but 
they also know that there are enough demagogs 
to lead their people to slaughter and to upset 
the thrones. 

The only escape appears to be a union of all 
the Balkan States against Turkey. Such a union 
could maintain a desultory war for several 
months; but the traditional and life-long ani- 
mosities among the States make a union difi- 
cult. Turgey, in the meantime, is alert and is 
again pressing the Powers tor authority to ad- 
vance upon Bulgaria. 

Prince Alexander has summoned the whole 
of the national militia of Bulgaria and Eastern 
Roumelia for immediate service in defense of 
the country. 

THE GREEKS CLAMORING FOR WAR. 

The Council of Candia, tne largest city of 
Crete, have Voted in favor of a union with 
Greece, but the populace refuse to revolt 
against the Turkish Government before Greece 
declares war. The Greeks are wild with en- 
thusiasm. Thirty thousand men of the re 
serves bave been enrolled during the last five 
days, and thousands are arriving from all parts 
of Greece. The people are clamoring for war. 
The Government, replying to the latest remon- 
strance of the Powers in regard to the war 
preparations that ure being made by Greece, 
says that a Bulgaro-Roumelian union would 
expose the Greek and non-Bulsarian popula- 
tion in Bulgaria to complete annihilation, and 
it is therefore impossible for Greece to remain 
passive when ber vital interests are thus 
threatened. 

SIGNIFICANT MOVEMENTS. 

Troops and war material continue to leave 
Philippopolis and Rustchuk for the Servian 
frontier. At a meeting of volunteer squad- 
rons at Rustchuk it was decided that they 
would make any sacrifices to repel Servia. 

The Neue Frie Presse of Vienna has a dis- 
patch from Phileppopolis stating that M. Stros- 
ky, the Provisional Governor of Eastern Rou- 
melia, declares Bulgaria cannot cede any por- 
tion of her territory to Servia. He expects 
momentarily that Servia will declare war. 

The Servian troops nearest to the Town of 
Widden baving assumed a menacing attitude, 
Prince Alexander made a formal protest in re- 
guard to the matter. King Milan was further 
urged by Austria not to begin hostilities, and 
the Servian troops were accordingly withdrawn 
. a distance of ten miles. 

[NOTES AND COMMENT. 

Lord Salisbury, the Premier and Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, has informed the Porte 
that England will send an energetic remon- 
strance to Servia ahd Greece against their 
formidable armaments, and. advise them to 
keep quiet. 

M. Christideh, the Servian Minister, in his 
letter to Mr. Gladstone said he hoped the solu- 
tion of the Roumelian question would include 
a plan for the preservation of the balance of 
power in the East and a union of Servia, Bui- 
garia, and Greece against foreign invasion. 

The North German Gazette indirectly states 
that the Porte is about to invite the Powers to 
a conference at Constantinople. 

The Pall Mall Gacette takes a hopeful view of 
the situation in the Balkans. 

Mr. Lascelles, the British agent and Consul-

The nominations and resolutions were made in 
accordance with the laws governing primary 
elections and the three judges were appoiatod 
by the authority of the Central Committee. It 
ig saia that the delegation is divided and unde- 
cided as to whom it will support in the con- 
vention. 

At No. 570% State street, although a smaller 
vote was polled tuan at the place on 
avenue, things were much livelier. This was oc- 
casioned not so much by the crowd as by the 
exertions of some of the delegates who were 
bustling for votes. When the polls closed 228 
ballots bad been cast, Which were unscratcbed. 
In addition one of the Bliss-Best tickets was 
put in the box. No preferences for County 
Commissioner are given, but Judge Smith will 
will be unanimously supported for the Superior 


Court. 

‘“*Bverything has been done legally here,” 
said a delegate. and, of course, we'll get our 
seats. This was the piace advertised, but at 12 
o'clock no judges were here, so we named 
mn as any five qualified voters ere entitled 
to do.“ 

THIRD WARD. 

In the Third Ward the primary passed over 
inavery quiet, uneventful manner. Not a 
single vote was challenged, nor an illegal vote 
tendered. During the early morning bours 
the judges and policemen were almost the only 
citizens to be seen around, and it was only 
towards evening that votes to amount toany- 
thing came in. There was only one delegate 
ticket in the fieid, for which 160 votes were 
cast. Everybody voted that wanted to. The 
delegates are understood to favor the renomi- 
nation of Judge Smith. ' 

FOURTH WARD. 

The Fourth Ward primary, which was held 
in the littie wooden s ty near the corner of 
Thirty-third street and South Park avenue, 
seemed to possess little attraction for voters. 
Only one ticket was put forward, and the total 
vote was 161. There were rumors 

an opposition ticket was to be put 
up, end circulars were issued announc- 
ing that a primary was to be held at 
the corner of Twenty-seventh street and In- 
diana avenue. No such primary was heid, 
and unwary electors who chanced to come to 
the latter address were duly advised by notice 
where the primary was being held. 

FIFTH WARD. 

A considerable crowd bung around the 
Fifth Ward polling-place all day, but tne pri- 
mary was characterized by a quiet and order 
hitherto almost unknuwnin the ward. Some 
dissatisfaction was manifested -with the 
arrangements of the . polling-place, in 
front of which was a high wooden 
barricade which rendered every voter 
invisible to the outside throng as be depos- 
ned bis baliot. It was also claimed that there 
was a slit in one end of the ballot-box. There 
were two tickets, both of which were pledged 
tor Edward Wall for County Commissioner. 
The real fight of the two factions was for the 
Central Committeeman. William E. Kent, the 
present Commmteeman, headed the ma- 
chine ticket, while the opposition was mainly 
inspired by Fred Le.brandt, who used to run 
thmgs under John Raber. Charles Piper, Dick 
Powers, A. C. Oldenberg, and others were uct- 
ive for the anti-machine interests. The ma- 
cbine triumphed, getting 873 votes against 148 
cast for the opposition. The choice of the de- 
feated anti-machine men for Committeeman 
lay between Felix Blatter and Bill Flanagas. 
It was olaimed by the ant- machine party that 
a considerable number of Democrats voted the 
machine ticket, and that far more affidavits 
were received by the judges than accounted 
for by them. Although there was a decided 
rush during the last two hours, no voter was 
left out when the poll closed. 


SIXTH WARD. 

The voters of the Sixth Ward were treated 
to a genuine surprise. They bad expected a 
stubborn fight between the machine and the 
opposition. Louis Hutt had promised to have 
the poiling-place changed to a more 
central location, but it remained at No. 
772 South Halsted street. Only one 
ticket was in the fleld, made up by joint com- 
mittees of the two ward clubs. The Central 
Ciub bad not made up a list of delegates of its 
own. Ata meeting of the Sixth Ward Club 
Monday night Hutt bad indorsed the ticket 
and thus Virtualiy given up the fight. There 
was no Opposition to the ticket and very little 
scratching was done. No difficulty was ex- 
perienced on account of the new Primary law, 
except that it gave the judges more work. 
When the announcement was made that the 
polis would ciose in fifteen minutes there was 
no voter in sight. The delegation elected fa- 
vors John Vanderpoei for County Commission- 
er. In the Central Committeeship they are 
about evenly divided between George W. Kroll 
and E. A. Mullan. 

The total of votes cast was 216. A. Vander- 
poel received 212 votes. Henry Ludewig, Jonn 
Ambrose, John Hickey, and George W. Kroll 
214 each, the rest 216. Besides, Frank Facik 
and John Ruby received one vote each. 


SEVENTH WARD. 
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two supporters of opposition tickets which oc- 
curred about 1 o’clock.. The regular Repub- 
lican delegate ticket was eected over the 
league ticket by a vote of 870to 72. The del- 
egation is **unpledged,”’ but will first retélect 
John M. Smyth to the Central Committee. It 
is understood that Oliver and Stone are the 
favorits for Commissioners and George W.

TENTH WARD. 


Four hundred and thirty-eight votes were 
cast in the Teath, of which 267 were given for 
the ticket headed by Henry M. Deal. The de- 
feated ticket was headed by Aid. Stephen P. 
Revere. Its opponents made a point by charg- 
ing that Senator George E. White, now of the 
Eleventh, was trying to run things, and the is- 
sue was mainly on this question. Inthis ward, 
as well as in the Nintb, ample opportunity was 
given for all the voters to deposit their ballots. 
There were no disturbances. : 


ELEVENTH WARD. 

In the Eleventh Ward there were two tickets 
in the fleid, one beaded *“ Anti-Machine’’ and 
the other “S., &. 8.’’—Stone, Staniord, and 
success. The latter carried the day dy a vote 
of 557 to 170. The election was conducted in 
an orderly manner, ano tue people were pieased 
with the practical operations of the Crawford 
law. There were none who had not voted 
when the polis ciosed. The delegation is 
pledged to select the following delegates to the 
Supreme Court Convention in the interest of

TWELFTH WARD. 

The Twelfth Ward primaries were quiet, the 
opposition being small and only visibie in two 
precincts—the Second and the Nioth—where 
the “anti-machine ticket was peddied by one 
man at each of the poiling-places, and be had 
very little work to do to supply voters. The 
total vote cast was 634, of which the Alexander

Varley, both of whom are candidates, acted as 
tickei-peddiers for their own delegates, and 
Mr. Kinne’s men secured the greatest number 
of votes, 546. The delegation is almost unanl- 
mousfor Judge Sidney Smith for Superior 
Court Judge, a few being understood to favor 
Stansford for the position if he shows any 
strength in convention. 


THIRTEENTH WARD. 


In the Tnirteenth Ward the poiling-place at 
No. 602 West Lake street was surrounded all 
day by eager politicians, the so-called anti- 
machine men being represented by several of 
Sherif? Hanchett’s deputies. The feeling was 
rather bitter on account of the anti-machine 
men failing to secure a representative inside 
the polling-piace, and they made it their busi- 
ness to challenge as often as possible. The

Yet 
the fact that the total vote was not heavy 
showed that all could have voted had they not 
delayed too long. After two bours’ work the 
judges had counted only ninety-four of the 
total of 398 votes cast. They refused to admit 
any of the anti-machine men into the room, 
and these had to posta watcher at the window. 
The count took till nearly midnight, which was 
due to th ection of the judges in complying 
strictly with the law. This was probably the 
only ward in which ali the provisions regard- 
ing the counting of the votes were observed. 
The Williams ticket received 225 votes and the 
Smith ticket 165. 


FOURTEENTH WARD. 

The Repubiican League was out in full force 
in the Fourteenth Ward and peddied a ticket 
headed Smash the Ring. In the course of 
the day one of the members of the league 
named Sammers had an altercation with one 
of the judg-s, who hit bim a biow in the face. 
The Hertz ticket was elected by a vote of 441 
to 116. The delegates are pledged to George 
Rahlts for Commissioner.

_ FIFTEENTH WARD,

Subsequently the Con- 
tral Committee directed that they be held at 
No. 100 Chicago avenue. At 12 o'clock Alex- 
ander Turney, Thomas M. Burke, and Frank O. 
Johnson, the judyes appointed by the County 
Central Committee, stuck up on the building 
a notice, to which the s:.gnatures of ali three 
were atiached, stating that the polls would be 
removed to No. 100 Chicago avenue. The bal- 
lot-boxes, tables, and chairs were accordingly 
ioaded in an express wagon and carted to that 
number, the judges arriving at about 12:12 p. 
m. Here a lively scene was enacted, and there 
were a great deal of noise, loud talk, and not a 
little swearing.’

John A. Lion, it is claimed, ousted the 
three judges and compelled them to leave the 
room. The anti-machiove men, who were large- 
ly ia the majority, asserted to a man on the 
other vand that the judges were received like 
gentiemen and would not have been interfered 
with had they gone on with . their 
work of tcking the votes. The opposition 
asked to have R. V. Johnson, a young man or 
22 who is employed in the City Cierk’s office, 
admitted to the judges’ room as a chal- 
lenger, but the judges stoutly refused to iet 
him in. At 12:25 fifteen voters stood holding 
up tickets and demanding permission to vote, 
but the judges would not take their baliots. 
Then the anti-machine majority elected as 
judges H. P. Bruzewitz, Fred Johnson, and 
John Weckler, and appointed as their clerks R. 
V. Johnson and Samuel Green. In the noise 
and hubbub which followed the three judges 
leit, again piling the ballot-boxes, tables, and 
chairs on an express Wagon. This was atter 1 
o'clock. The first three jydges opened polis at 
No. 318 Norm Market street at 1:42, and the 
anti-inacbine judges opened their voting-place 
at No. 100 Chicago avenue at about 
the same time. No sign was put up by the 
appointed judges when they left No. 100 
Chicago avenue. The opposition judges were 
sworn in for duty by a notary public. They 
were without a poll-list of the voters; but they 
kept a record with the nameand residence of 
all who voted. Both factions claimed to be 
foilowing the letter of the new Election law, 
but it was apparent the Linn men were getting 
the most votes. ‘

A QUESTION AS TO WHETHER ITS COMMU- 
NICATIONS ARE PRIVILEGED. 

MONTREAL, Que.. Oct. 16.—A case involving 
points of importance to the business commu- 
nity was commenced this morning before Mr. 
Justice Loranger in the Superior Court. The 
parties are S. Carley & Co. against the Brad- 
street Mercantile Agency Company. The 6th 
of June, 1884, the defendants issued their ordi- 
nary circular tc the subscribers, in which ap- 
peared the name of S. Carley & Co., with the 
words attached, Call ac office ’’; which was un- 
derstood to mean, according to plaintiffs’ con- 
tentions, that the firm was in difficulties, and, 
in answer to inquiries made at the office of the 
Mercantile Agency, it was stated the firm was 
in financial difficuities and asking for an ex- 
tension of time from their creditors. The 
plaintiffs claim to have suffered great loss in 
consequence of this eircular, and sue for 
$50,000. Leading counsel were engaged on 
both sides. The principal witness was Jeffrey 
Penfold, manager of the Bang of British North 
America, who testified to receiving the circu- 
lar, which caused him some uneasiness. He 
had made inquiries, and Bradstreet's had re- 
ported that the firm was asking for an exten- 
sion of time from their English creditors on 
liabilities of $300,000.

THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

A PAPER ON DE CHAMPLAIN BY -HURLBUT. 
At the quarterly meeting of the Historical 
Society last evening the Librarian, Albert D. 
Hager, reported that the society owned 11,571 
bound and 35,121 unbound volumes. Au en- 
dea vor to secure full series of the catalogs of 
the principal colleges had met with gratifying 
success. The Harvard list now comprisea 
thirty numbers, giving the names ot every 
graduate, with memoirs of such as bad died. 
A vote of thanks was tendered the Minnesota 
Historical Society for a collection of 1,311 
pamphiets recently received. The publication

A paper was read by Henry H. Hurlbut 
upon the life and discoveries of the 
great French voyager, Samuel de Cham- 
plain.

Champlain was presented by Mr. Huribut to 
the society. The painting is the work of bis 
daughter, Miss Harriett P. Huribut, and the 
face is strong and characteristic. Mr. Hurl- 
‘Dut’s paper, which showed deep and perse- 
vering research, contained a collection of 
facts regarding Cnamplam not easily to be 
found in any one piace. He recounted the 
various voyages of the famous expiorer from 
those early journeys in the course of which he 
made the first thorough scrutiny of the New 


. Bngiand coast to the twelith of his voyages 


across the Atlantic. The travels of Champiain 
through the interior by way of the St. Law- 
rence and bis exploration of the Great Lakes 
were na in detail. Mr. Hurlbut criti- 
cised the erroneous statement frequently seen 
in histori works that the site of Detroit was 
visited by white mer. before Champlain saw 
the inland seas. Champlain sailed down Geor- 
Fan Bay and over Lake Ontario the earliest of 
white men. He died Christmas-Day ju the 
year 1635 in the Fort of Quebec, which he had 
built. He left no children, and his wife became 
a nun. At the ciose of the reading John Went- 
worth moved a vote of thanksto Mr. Huribut 
for his erudite paper. He said the author bad 
done a great deal for Chicago in pursumg his 
historical investigations in the West, and ad- 
vised everybody to read the “Antiquities of 
Chicago" without delay. Tue thanks of the

In the centre of the 
vault isaniron sufe, in the bottom of which 
is piled about $6,000,000 in gold twenties. On 
a shelf above the gold pile are several pack- 
ages of bilis and gold certificates. One of 
these packages, which couid easily be accom- 
modated in one corner of an overcoat pocket, 
the Mail reporter was permitted to fondie. It 
contained $500,000 in greenbacks, and the 
writer reluctantly placed it back on the shelf. 
In an upper vault, reached by a little ‘Spiral 
atuircase, are 6,000,000 standard silver dollars. 
The greater part of the money in the sub- 
treasury is silver, in dollars, halves. and 
quarters. The vault is closed by two iron 
doors, and on the outer one is a time lock, 
which keeps it closed until the hour for be- 
ginning business in the morning. 

A SPECIAL DELIVERY PROBLEM. 

One of those busybodies who lie awake at 
nights thinking up things for other people to 
answer bas submitted the question to the Post- 
Office authorities whether a postal- card bear- 
ing a specislly prepaid stamp for immediate 


| delivery may be delivered by special messen- 


ger. There has deen no ruling by 
the Postmaster-General on this ques 
tion, but it is believed that such 
ruling, whenever made, will be to the 
effect that the service was not designed for the 
expedition of anything but seaied letters. It 
is believed that a postal-card could be made 
eligible to such delivery by paying the ‘uli let- 
ter postage or by pasting a One vent stamp ou 
the face of it. At all events, it has been the 
custom to deliver postal-cards thus stamped 
when their character as cards has been spoiled 
by pasting on a newspaper clipping or some- 
thing of that sort. The card in such a .case is 
treated as a letter. It is a question bow far 
this practice may be carried without encroacb- 
ing upon the rule which forbids the use of the 
face-of the card for any purpose other than the 
address. To insure delivery it is safer to use an 
envelope.

the action of the County Commissioners Shows 
up in astill more glaring light. There were 
other bids in there. One was for $55,000, but 
they would not consider it because it wus not 
accompanied by a check, but rushed the sale 
through. Would any man owning a piece of 
property have dove the same thing? This is 
too thin. Any one can see thruugnh it on look- 
ing at the proceedings, Messrs. MacDonaid and 
Wren from the South Side voted for it. I 
will see that they don’t get an office again. I 
don't want auything better than this to show 
them up. This property was not advertised, 
and no one knew anything about it. 

I charge that. there were Commissioners 
there who knew it was worth more money, and 
that other parties were willing to pay more 
money for it who were perfectly responsibie 
and whose bids were notin; and I also charge 
that any man who voted to accept that bid, 
thinking honestly that it was ali that could fe 
had for it, is a fool and unfit to hold any po- 
sition under this city or county. And 1 wish 
to say to the voters of Cook County that this 
$25,000 is taken out of the pockets of every 
taxpayerin the county. It is not much per 
capita, but men who will make as bad a bar 
gain as this will make more. The Aldermen 
and County Commissioners are of more im- 
portance to your pocket than any other officer 
you vote for.

THE COUNTY INSANE, 


DR. SPREY REPLIES TO STATEMENTS RE- 
FLECTING ON THE COUNTY. ASYLUM. 
Cook County HosrrraL ron THE INSANE, 
SUPERINTENDENT'S OFr¥Fice, DUNNING, III., Oct. 
19,—[Editor of The Tribune.|—tn your issue of 
today I notice a report of u paper read before 
thé Chicagé Medibul Society by J. G. Kiernan 


which is but a tissue of base falsehoods and 
misrepresentations. Upon careful reading it 
will be obsef ved that the intent of the paper is 


not the amelioration of the people in question, 


but is a subtle effort on Kiernan's part to 


“get even with some one or more persons. 
As the greater part of bis insinuations are di- 
rected at my administrauon, a word from me 
in a general way is not out of place. 

It is well known that I took charge of the 
Cook County Insane Asylum Jan. 1, 1878, be- 
ing indorsed for the place by Dr. J. 8. Powell 
and many of the leading pbrsiciuns of Chicago. 
My appointment was not a political one, and 
during the succeeding years of my adminisira- 
tion many of tne leading nembers ot the med- 
ical profession took a lively interest in its 
workings. Nocomplaint was uttered from any 
reliable ‘source, and it will be found from the 
reports from year to year that the record 
made is as good as that made by any similar 
institution, notwithstading the fact that we 
labored under the great disadvantage of 
bemg terribly overcrowded; there being 
at least 300 more patients in the hos- 
pital than there sbould have been. 
The overcrowding has no doubt increased 
the death-rate, but it was an unavoidabie evil, 
and every available meang was taken to make 
the. sick as comfortable as possibie. I have 
given ghis institution years of the best part of 
my life, and I have worked too long and too 
hard to now allow any one to cast a Shadow 
over my efforts to improve the condition of 
the inmates. I was not absent from my post 
of duty twelve nights during my long time of 
service. I took no vacation and but little 
rest, and any statement to the effect that I neg- 
lected my duty is a lie of the most infamous 
character, and is known to be such by the per- 
son uttering it. The sugwestion that the coun- 
ty insane svould be under the care of the State 
is no new one. I have long contended that the 
law should be changed so that the State au- 
thorities be compelled to provide for any in- 
sane or idiotic person in the State; not but 

the different County Boards mean to 
do their duty by this class of unfortunates, 
but the boards and committees change so often 
that it is next to impossible to keep posted as 
to their needs, while the State Board of Chari- 
ties is of long term, and makes it its work to 
look after the various institutions of the State. 

It is not my purpose to answer in detail all 
of the hasty insinuations of Dr. Kiernan, 
There is so little truth in them that a general 
statement to that effect will answer for the 
present. He says the per capita cost far ex- 
ceeds that of the State institutions. This is 
false. Since lhave known anything of this 
hospital it has always falien below that of the 
State asylums, notwithstanding the fact that

The milli- 
nery establishments are doing a satisfactory vol- 
ume of business, and the boot and shoe manu- 
facturers are still receiving orders above the aver- 
age from their representatives in the country. 

It seems probable that the weakness in wheat in 
Liverpool and London, reported yesterday, was in 
large part due to the fact of the large increase in 
our visible supply. The news was cabled over 
there the previous evening, and naturally weakened 
the hands of British holders, or led the reporter to 
think that the market would have been lower if 
there had been one. Good reason exists for be- 
eving that there is a good deal more of this kind 
of reporting on the other side of the Atlantic than 
people here have any idea of. A party in the trade 
here, who used to do a large part of the export 
trade in wheat when there was any to do, remarked 
the other day that to this certain knowledge 
there had not been a single cargo of 
our wheat offered in the last three 
years in a way that is regularly quoted 
ere by cable. All of which suggests the letter 
which was posted on our blackboard several years 
ago, and read substantially as follows. We quote 
from memory: Dear sir: I think it proper to in- 
form you that for some time past the price of white 
wheate has been steadily rising in our markets. 1 
have not hitherto changed my quotations, believ- 
ing the advance would be only temporary. but as it 
now appears to promise to be permanent I think it 
my duty to revise quotations aud advise you ac- 
cordingiy.”” We need scarcely add that that kind 
of reporting here would be voted by tho trade to 
be something like what Topsy descrjbed Ophelia as 
being (in Uncle Tom's Cabin ”)—-to wit, “cufs.” 

In round numbers the Chicago statement of vis- 
ible supply shows an increase in wheat of 2,022,000 
bu last week. The New York statement makes the 
increase 1,034,000 bu, The Minneapolis increase is 
636,000 bu, of which Walker takes no account, and 
the remuining 302,000 bu may fairly be credited to 
the increase in rail transit, of which Stone takes 
no accoant. With these two acts in mind the two 
statements will be seen to be in substantial agree- 
ment. By the way, we note that there is reason to 
think the New York statement will ere long take 
cognizance of the Minneapolis figures. And it 
should do so. That city bas hitherto been 
excluded on the ground that it is a milling and not 
a shipping point. It used to be so, Dut is so 
no longer. The ahipments for last year were or- 
ficially reported as aggregating 4,586,960 bu, against 
6,430,765 ba at St. Louis and 4,161,437 buat Milwau- 
kee. The statisticians should not regard them- 
selves as absolved trom the obligation to remem- 
ber that the times change and we change with 
wem.“ : 

A telegram from St. Louls yesterday said: “ The 
owner of the Halstead (Khs.) Mills is just back 
from Southern Russia and says that the crops 
there are a total failure.

PRESERVE THE BALLOT-BOX. 


A DEMOCRAT VIGOROUSLY INDORSES THE 
NEW ELECTION LAW. 

CMA, Ot. 20.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—The will of the people is the supreme law of 
this land. Upon this fundamental principle 
theisuperstructure of our liberty rests. If we 
allow this to be undermined, all that is of value 
in 6tr Constitution must inevitably fall to the 
ground. As the ballot is the only means the 
people have to give expression to their will, its 
purity cannot be too severely guarded. To in- 
terfere in any way with the sacred right of the 
citizen should be regarded as one of the most 
deadly crimes against the Republic. It is im- 


possible for us to frame rules too stringent 


against an evil so ‘gigantic, which, if not 
checked, must soon reduce our elections 
to a mere mockery. This is so clear 
that alk, must see it save those who, 
blinded By self-interest or steeped in corrup- 
tion, do not care to look upon the truth. The 
time has come when, for the protection of 
every good citizen, something decisive must 
be done—some radical and deep-searching 
remedy be applied. The new Election law, 
shortly to be submitted to a vote of the people, 
is a remedy of this sort. 

It is a measure of a non-partisan character 
and should receive the indorsement and sup- 
port of every respectable Democrat as beartiiy 
as that of every respectable Republican. As 
one who, for more than thirty years, hae been 
a member of the Democrutic party, I regard 
this law as of urgent necessity and one of the 
most valuable ever enacted by the Legislature 
of this State. It is to be boped that it will be 
adopted by an overwhelming majority of the 
people. Perbaps the lawis not in every re- 
spect as perfect as might be desired, but such 
a-consiceration should not weigh a hair 
in the mind of any citizen w sees 
the evil under which the community 
suffers and desires that it shall be brought to 
anend. Let the law as it stands be ratified, 
and then, when defecte in its working are dis- 
covered, they can easily be cured by subse- 
quent legisiation. We cannot afford to oppose 
a law so righteous in its purpose on account 
of trifling deficiencies in its form, and least of 
all can the Democratic party afford to do so. 
No party can afford to piace itself in the posi- 
tion of treading under foot a law which has 
for its sole object the protection of the ballot- 

inst ail the arts of corrupt invasion. 
It makes no difference what the pretext of 
such opposition may be. The pretext, how- 
ever plausible it may seem, wi!l be but a mask 
behind which the conspirators fancy they will 
be able, as they so often have been before, to 
beguile and deceive the people and lead them 
ontoruin. But the peopie have at last got 
their eyes pretty well opened and will not 
readily be led again into paths of ignominy 
and defeat. They must choose better 
guides, and above all they must surround 
themselves witb the strong, protecting arm of 
the jaw. The outrageous frauds that have 
been committed at the polis in Chicago and 
Other cities bave been so frequent and so 
th covered up that one who feels deeply 
on this subject and desires to arouse others 
— tepe ton justification in thus giving an 
honest expression: to his views. This is no 
question of party poiitics. It is a principle 
which underlies all parties, and without the 
maintenance of which no free party ia this 
country can possibly exist. The ballot-box 
must be rendered absolutely safe in the bands 
of either party and the vote of every citizen 
must be counted and returned just as it was 
cast. If we cannot secure this, we might as 
well bave a monarchy at once, the people hav- 
a themselves powerless against cor- 
ruption and incapable of self-government.
